ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 


In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  Charter,  the  Governors  of 
the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  present  herewith  the  119th 
Annual  Report  of  the  several  Institutions  under  their  management, 
located  as  follows  : — 

The  New  York  Hospital,  situated  in  West  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth 
Streets;  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  occupying  the 
grounds  extending  from  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  to  One  Hundred 
and  Twentieth  Street  and  from  Tenth  Avenue  to  the  Boulevard ; and 
the  House  of  Relief,  No.  160  Chambers  Street,  for  the  temporary  care 
and  treatment  of  emergency  cases. 

The  total  number  of  patients  who  received  care  and  treatment  in  all 
departments  of  the  service  for  the  year  was  35,127,  and  the  grand  total 
since  the  commencement  of  Hospital  work,  January  3,  1791,  466,812. 

The  proportion  of  patients  in  the  several  Institutions  receiving 
absolutely  free  treatment  was  53  per  cent.,  and  of  the  remainder  a 
portion  paid  less  than  the  actual  cost  of  treatment. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  Corporation  on  the  31st  December, 
1889,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  was  as  follows: —

This  diminution  of  the  debt  is  owing  to  the  sale  of  a portion  of  the 
real  estate  at  Bloomingdale,  the  fixed  income  of  the  Society  being 
barely  sufficient  to  meet  its  current  expenses. 

At  the  Hospital  in  West  Fifteenth  Street  the  number  of  patients  who 
received  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  in  the  Wards  was  4,240.  Ihe 
lowest  number  of  patients  during  the  year  was  130  and  the  highest 
183,  the  daily  average  being  162.  Of  the  total  days  of  treatment,  59,118, 
81  per  cent,  were  absolutely  free. 

The  Out-Patient  or  Dispensary  Department,  being  an  adjunct  of  the 
Hospital  and  designed  for  those  who  do  not  require  ward  treatment, 
conferred  its  benefits  during  the  year  on  9,145  patients,  and  the  total 
number  of  visits  of  such  patients  was  39,331. 

The  House  of  Relief  at  160  Chambers  Street,  intended  primarily,  as 
the  title  indicates,  for  the  temporary  treatment  of  those  who  may  meet 
with  sudden  accident  or  illness,  treated  and  prescribed  for  21,277 
patients.  The  Ambulance  responded  to  2,329  calls,  the  daily  average 
number  of  calls  being  six.  This  branch  of  the  Hospital,  which  is  in 
all  cases  absolutely  free,  was  carried  on  at  an  expense  to  the  Society  of 
$17,699. 42. 

For  the  results  of  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  in  the  several 
departments  of  the  service,  the  Governors  refer  to  the  tables  of  statistics 
carefully  compiled  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Statistics. 

During  the  past  year  plans  have  been  drawn  and  perfected  for  a 
building  on  No.  6 West  Sixteenth  Street,  adjoining  the  Administration 
Building.  This  building,  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  which  will  be 
a file  pi  oof  structure,  has  a frontage  of  40  teet  and  a depth  of  100  feet, 


and  will  be  seven  stories  in  height.  The  first  story  will  accommodate 
the  Pathological  Cabinet,  a collection  of  over  2,600  carefully  classified 
preparations,  casts,  models,  etc.,  illustrative  of  morbid  Anatomy;  the 
second  story,  the  valuable  Medical  Library,  containing  1 8, 186  volumes; 
and  the  remaining  stories  will  be  used  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Pupils  of  the  Training  School. 

At  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  insane  465  patients  were  treated 
in  its  Wards,  of  whom  60. per  cent,  did  not  pay  the  entire  cost  of  their 
maintenance,  the.  deficiency  amounting  to  $40,652.17. 

The  Governors  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  the  able  and  faithful 
Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols,  who 
died  on  the  r6th  of  December  last. 

Dr.  Nichols  was  first  connected  with  the  Asylum  as  Physician  from 
April,  1849,  to  April,  1852,  and  after  an  absence  of  twenty-five  years  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  took  charge  of  it  again  as  its  chief  officer  on  the  1st  of  July, 
1877,  and  has  since  devoted  himself  to  the  interests  of  the  Asylum  in 
both  his  professional  and  administrative  capacities,  adding  largely  to 
its  usefulness  and  reputation.  Of  late  years  he  gave  much  attention  to 
the  proposed  change  of  site  for  the  Asylum  and  to  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  the  requisite  buildings,  and,  in  order  that  the  latest  improve- 
ments might  be  availed  of  in  their  construction,  he  spent  the  last  four 
months  of  his  life  in  Europe  examining  ihe  more  modern  institutions 
for  the  insane  in  Great  Britain  and  on  the  Continent,  accumulating  a 
large  amount  of  information  and  material,  which  will  be  of  great  use 
to  the  Society  in  the  construction  of  its  new  buildings. 

The  Report  of  the  Acting  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Samuel  B. 
Lyon,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Institution  since  the  1st  of  July, 
is  referred  to  for  the  details  of  its  work. 

The  plans  for  new  buildings  at  White  Plains  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
architect  and  nearly  complete,  but  the  Society  is  unable  to  proceed  with 
the  work  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  Assessors  of  White 
Plains  to  regard  the  Amended  Tax  Exemption  Law  of  1889  as  applic- 
able to  the  White  Plains  property.  The  question  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Courts  and  the  Governors  confidently  expect  a decision  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  well  known . intention  of  the  Legislature,  but  they 
cannot  commit  the  Society  to  the  very  large  expenditure  contemplated 
at  White  Plains  until  assured  that  the  property  so  devoted  to  its  charit- 
able work  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  burthen  of  taxation.

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PERSONS  AND  CASES. 

There  were  7 less  persons,  6 men  and  1 woman,  than  cases  treated, 
they  having  been  once  discharged  and  re-admitted  in  the  course  of  the 

year. 

ADMISSIONS. 

Twenty-two  patients.  14  men  and  8 women,  had  been  discharged 
from  the  Institution  prior  to  January  1st,  1889 — 1 woman  20  times,  2 
men  three  times,  2 men  twice,  and  10  men  and  7 women,  each  once.  Of 
the  first  re-admissions,  3 men  and  3 women  were  discharged  as  recov- 
ered, 7 men  and  2 women  as  improved,  and  2 women  as  unimproved; 
1 man  had  been  discharged  twice  as  recovered  and  once  as  improved; 
1 man  three  times  as  improved,  x man  twice  as  recovered,  and  1 man 
once  as  recovered  and  once  as  improved;  and  1 woman  20  times  before 
her  last  admission,  each  time  as  recovered  from  that  attack. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  admissions,  73  men  and  52 
women,  74 — percent,  of  the  whole  number,  were  first  attacks,  124  of 
which,  72  men  and  52  women,  were  first  admitted  to  Bloomingdale. 
Deducting  from  the  whole  number  of  admissions  22  cases  that  had  been 
admitted  in  previous  years,  7 cases  discharged  and  re-admitted  during 
the  year,  and  124  first  admissions  in  first  attacks,  leaves  16  cases  that 
have  either  been  treated  at  home  or  in  other  institutions  in  previous 
attacks. 

In  respect  to  prognosis  of  cases  admitted,  49,  22  men  and  27  women, 
were  classed  as  favorable;  72,  36  men  and  36  women,  as  unfavorable; 
48,  42  men  and  6 women,  as  incurable.  Of  those  classed  as  incurable, 
34  men  and  1 woman  were  cases  of  general  paresis  ; 7 men  and  3 
women,  terminal  dementia;  1 man  and  1 woman,  primary  delusional 
insanity;  and  1 woman,  early  senility. 

Eighty-seven  patients  were  admitted  3 months  or  less  after  the  first 
symptoms  of  mental  disease  were  noticed  by  their  friends;  22  between 
3 and  6 months,  16  between  6 and  12  months;  and  44  more  than  a year. 

DISCHARGES. 

1 he  number  of  recoveries  was  42,  16  men  and  26  women.  Thev 
were  26-f-  per  cent,  of  all  discharges,  including  deaths;  1 7 — per  cent, 
of  the  men  who  were  discharged  or  died,  and  37+  per  cent,  of  the 
women  who  were  discharged  or  died.  The  number  of  persons  and 
recoveries  were  equal. 

Thirty  patients,  8 men  and  22  women,  recovered  from  the  first 
attack;  7,  4 men  and  3 women,  from  the  second;  1 man  from  the  fourth, 
1 man  from  the  eighth,  and  2 men  from  an  indefinite  number;  and  1 


woman  from  the  thirty-third,  in  21  of  which  she  was  treated  in  this 
Institution. 

In  the  cases  that  recovered,  the  average  duration  of  the  disease  from 
invasion  to  recovery  was  11  months  and  3 days;  of  the  men,  15  months 
and  16  days;  and  of  the  women,  8 months  and  u days.  The  average 
duration  ot  treatment  was  3 months  and  18  days ; of  the  men  2 months, 
and  of  the  women  4 months  and  22  days.  The  longest  period  of  treat- 
ment was  2 yeais  of  1 man,  and  11  months  and  12  days  ot  1 woman; 
the  shortest  was  29  days  of  1 man,  36  days  of  1 woman. 

I he  disease  was  reported  to  have  existed  before  admission  an  aver- 
age ot  6 months  and  4 days — 8 months  and  11  days  in  men,  and  4 months 
and  21  days  in  women. 

Sixteen  patients,  7 men  and  9 women,  recovered  from  melancholia; 
and  12,  2 men  and  10  women,  recovered  from  mania;  7,  5 men  and  2 
women,  recovered  from  alcoholic  insanity ; three  women  from  hebe- 
phrenia, two  men  from  masturbating  insanity,  one  woman  from  climac- 
teric insanity,  one  woman  from  puerperal  insanity. 

Of  the  65  cases,  45  men  and  20  women,  who  were  discharged  im- 
proved, 9,  3 men  and  6 women,  seemed  likely  at  the  time  of  their 
removal  by  friends  to  have  been  transferred  to  the  recoveries  this  or 
next  year  had  their  treatment  been  continued  without  interruption  for 
a sufficient  length  of  time.  Of  the  27  patients,  8 men  and  19  women, 
who  were  discharged  unimproved,  no  one  seemed  likely  to  recover. 

DEA  THS. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  25,  21  men  and  4 women  ; 13.  12  men  and 
1 woman,  of  uncomplicated  general  paralysis  of  the  insane;  two  men 
of  general  paralysis  and  pneumonia,  1 man  of  general  paralysis,  endo- 
carditis and  bronchitis;  one  man  of  general  paralysis,  gastro-enteritis 
and  mitral  insufficiency;  2,  1 man  and  1 woman,  with  acute  mania,  the 
man  of  septicaemia,  intestinal  perforation  and  peritonitis,  and  the  woman 
who  was  puerperal  of  peritonitis.  One  man  died  of  chronic  mania  with 
pulmonary  oedema ; 2,  1 man  and  1 woman,  died  of  chronic  melancholia, 
the  man  with  rectal  abscess,  and  the  woman  with  pleuritis  and  cardiac 
disease.  3,  2 men  and  1 woman,  died  in  dementia,  one  of  the  men  in 
terminal  dementia  with  phthisis  pulmonalis,  and  one  of  the  men  in  post 
paralytic  dementia  and  cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  the  woman  in  senile 
dementia  with  chronic  nephritis. 

The  2 deaths  in  the  acute  cases  occurred  after  they  had  been  under 
treatment  an  average  of  54  days  ; the  longest  period  of  treatment  was 
96  days,  the  shortest  12  days.  The  6 chronic  cases  other  than  paretics 
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were  under  treatment  for  periods  ranging  from  5 years,  2 months  and  , 
13  days  to  27  days;  the  average  time  they  spent  in  the  Institution  having 

been  1 year,  9 months  and  26  days. 

In  the  cases  of  paresis,  the  longest  periods  of  their  hospital  treat- 
ment were  3 years  and  7 months  in  a woman,  and  2 years,  9 months  and 
20  days  in  a man;  the  shortest  period  was  4 days  each  in  the  cases  of 
two  men;  the  average  duration  9 months  and  26  days.  The  longest 
time  from  marked  manifestations  of  disease  to  death,  was  4 ycais,  2 
months  and  n days;  the  shortest,  2 months  and  9 days;  the  average,  1 
year,  11  months  and  16  days. 

The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  5.37+  per  cent,  of  the  persons  treated; 
in  the  men,  9.05+  per  cent.;  in  the  women,  1.72+  per  cent. 

There  were  18  less  admissions  this  year  than  last. 

During  the  entire  year  the  Institution  has  suffered  the  inconvenience 
of  having  more  patients  than  it  could  properly  care  for,  and  its  efforts 
in  the  direction  of  treatment,  and  particularly  among  the  active  cases, 
have  been  embarassed,  and  occasionally  possibly  defeated,  by  the 
counteracting  influence  upon  each  other  of  disturbed  patients  whom, 
on  account  of  our  crowded  condition,  we  have  been  unable  to  separate 
as  widely  as  we  desired,  or  as  their  proper  treament  demanded.  Facility" 
for  gieat  segregation  of  disturbed  or  peculiar  patients  is  one  of  the 
particular  advantages  which  we  hope  to  experience  in  our  new  build- 
ings, and  which  can  be  hardly  over-estimated  in  its  influence  on  the 
comfort  and  order  and  success  of  an  institution  for  the  actively"  insane. 
Chronic  insane  persons  can  be  provided  for  in  buildings  of  almost  any 
design  where  comfort,  safety  and  economy  are  sufficienty  considered, 
but  the  proper  provision  for  the  acutely"  and  actively  insane  demands 
our  best  thoughts,  and,  in  my  opinion,  most  liberal  expenditure. 

On  account  of  an  absolute  lack  of  beds  to  put  them  in,  we  have  been 
obliged  during  the  year  to  decline  to  receive  quite  a number  of  patients, 
for  whose  reception  here  application  was  made;  and  in  order  to  accomp- 
lish the  best  charitable  work  in  the  field  we  occupy,  and  that  as  little  real 
hardship  as  possible  should  result  from  our  limited  ability  to  receive 
new  patients,  Lite  preference  has  always  been  given  to  recent  cases  of 
the  class  assisted,  in  which,  as  all  authorities  agree,  prompt  and  liberal 
curative  treatment  is  most  efficacious. 

The  Institution  has  enjoyed  a gratifying  immunity  from  accidents  or 
general  sickness  during  the  year;  a large  proportion  of  the  deaths  have 
occurred  as  the  natural  termination  of  paresis,  and  have  followed  a 
course  in  the  disease  extending  beyond  the  usual  limits  of  its  duration. 
Much  may  be  done  to  lengthen  the  lives  of  these  unfortunates,  by" 
anticipating  or  meeting  the  accidents  which  are  likely  to  occur  during 
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• their  active  stage,  and  by  careful  nursing  during  the  last  stage  of  the 
disease. 

The  full  average  number  of  previous  years,  viz.,  over  20  patients  and 
their  attendants,  passed  the  mild  season  at  our  farm  at  White  Plains, 
and  enjoyed  the  change  of  air  and  scene,  and  the  sense  of  freedom 
which  they  feel  at  the  farm  on  account  of  the  absence  there  of  closed 
doors  and  window  guards,  and  the  liberty  which  they  are  given  to  pass 
in  and  out  of  the  house  at  will,  being  always,  however,  under  observa- 
tion. While  the  rooms  at  the  farm  only  accommodate  a little  over  ten 
per  cent,  of  all  our  patients  of  the  sex  there  are  at  the  time,  we  are  still 
able  to  take  care  there  of  about  as  many  of  our  patients  as  are  sate  and 
suitable  for  such  simple  surroundings.  As  patients  of  but  one  sex  can  be 
kept  at  the  farm  at  a time,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  have  the  men  there 
during  the  Spring  and  Fall  months,  when  they  can  enjoy  much  exercise 
in  the  open  air,  and  to  devote  the  Summer  months  to  the  women,  who 
enjoy  sitting  about  under  the  trees,  and  the  frequent  excursions  they 
are  able  to  make  to  a neighboring  bathing  beach  during  the  warmest 
season. 

Weekly  pic-nic  parties  of  patients  visited  the  farm  from  May  to 
October  with  pleasure  and  benefit  to  the  participants. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year,  not  including  advances  made  to 
patients  and  charged  to  them,  was  $904.65  less  than  for  the  year  1888. 

The  number  of  weeks’  board  and  treatment  furnished  to  patients 
was  i5,95Sf — 270  more  than  last  year. 

Not  including  in  the  weekly  expenditure  per  patient  the  pay  of 
special  attendants,  which  pay  is  really  reimbursed  to  the  Institution  by 
the  individual  patients  for  whose  benefit  these  attendants  are  employed, 
the  average  expenditure  for  each  individual  per  week  was  $11.12,  which 
is  not  an  extravagant  rate  when  the  large  proportion  of  single  rooms, 
and  the  very  liberal  treatment  and  diet  afforded  all  the  patients  equally 
is  considered. 

60 — per  cent,  of  the  patients,  57 — percent,  of  the  men  and  63  per 
cent,  of  the  women,  were  treated  during  the  year  at  less  rates  than  the 
average  expenditure  per  patient.  The  total  amount  of  such  cost  con- 
tributed by  the  Institution,  lrom  its  own  funds,  to  the  support  of  patients 
during  the  year  aggreated  $40,652.17. 

The  expenditures  for  repairs  and  improvements  during  the  } ear 
have  been  only  such  as  were  necessary  to  keep  the  Institution,  in  all  its 
departments,  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  efficiency.  Its  prospective 
removal  has  been  a sufficient  reason  for  our  having  undei taken  no  im- 
provements of  a permanent  character. 
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Religious  services  throughout  the  year,  and  entertainments  two 
evenings  each  week  during  six  months  of  the  year,  were  continued  as 

heretofore. 

During  the  year  a new  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  has  been 
created,  with  large  powers  in  the  direction  of  protecting  the  insane  of 
the  State  from  unjust  confinement,  improper  care  and  treatment  or  un- 
wholesome influences.  This  Institution  has  carried  out  the  suggestions 
of  this  Commission  in  regard  to  establishing  a uniformity  in  the  status 
of  all  patients  remaining  under  its  care  when  the  Commission  came 
into  existence,  some  of  whom  had  resided  continuously  in  the  Asylum 
for  periods  reaching  back  as  far  as  forty  and  fifty  years,  and  whose 
original  commitments,  made  in  accordance  with  the  law  at  the  time, 
were  not  in  literal  compliance  with  present  requirements.  Statistical 
information  has  been  furnished  to  the  Commission,  and  a harmony 
established  with  it,  in  its  high  purpose  of  ameliorating  the  condition  of 
a class  of  unfortunates  who  have  the  compassionate  sympathy  of  all 
but  the  most  narrow-minded  and  selfishly  indifferent  of  their  fellow 
men. 

The  greatest  change  in  the  corps  of  Resident  Officers  of  Blooming- 
dale  during  the  year,  was  the  withdrawal  by  death  of  the  Superintendent, 
Doctor  Charles  H.  Nichols,  from  the  administrative  control  of  the 
Institution,  of  which  he  was  not  merely  the  executive  head,  but  was  in 
a large  measure  the  re-creator.  The  standard  of  effort  and  discipline  in 
every  department  of  the  Asylum,  which  he  inculcated  by  constant 
precept  and  example,  has  become  ingrained  in  its  life,  and  we  confident- 
ly hope  will  remain  an  active  testimony  to  his  ability  and  sense  of  duty 
while  the  Instituion  exists. 

Doctor  William  Noyes,  Second  Assistant  Physician,  who  had  charge 
of  the  male  patients,  resigned  to  accept  on  February  ist,  1889,  the  posi- 
tion of  Special  Pathologist  at  the  McLean  Asylum  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Boston,  for  which  position  his  studies  and  practical  work  well  fit  him. 

Doctor  Henry  Smith  Williams  succeeded  to  Doctor  Noyes’s  position 
and  duties  on  March  7th,  1889.  Dr.  Williams  has  enjoyed  a liberal 
education,  and  his  interests  in  Natural  Science  has  led  him  to  make 
unusual  acquirements  in  its  various  branches.  Ilis  experience  in 
medicine  extends  through  much  actual  pathological  work,  in  the  prose- 
cution of  which  he  has  made  numerous  autopsies,  and  several  thousand 
microscopic  preparations.  His  practical  medical  experience  covers 
several  years  of  practice  of  general  medicine  in  the  community;  and  of 
special  medicine,  in  the  institution  for  the  insane  at  Independence, 
Iowa,  and  at  the  New  York  City  Asylum  on  Blackwell’s  Island. 
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Doctor  J.  Elvin  Courtney,  Clincal  Assistant  here  during  1889^. 
toward  the  close  of  the  year  passed  the  State  Civil  Service  examina- 
tion for  Assistant  Physician  at  the  Hudson  River  State  Hospital  at 
Poughkeepsie,  and  received  the  appointment,  and  entered  on  his  duties 
January  1st,  1890.  He  is  a gentleman  of  so  much  character  and  merit 
that  his  old  associates  congratulate  the  institution  to  which  he  has  gone 
on  having  acquired  so  valuable  an  assistant.
